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Global War Has Mushroomed an Age-Old Hobby 
And With It, a New and Bigger Sucker List 


» “ghar sa collecting is a _ sticky 
business, but not half so sticky 
as when the novice buys stamps, 
say, for the kid brother's collect- 
ion or for the geography teacher 
back in Podunk Central High 
school. In other words, some 
unsuspecting GI’s are being stuck 
-literally and otherwise. 

The business was given a shot 
in the ledger—and many a GI 
with an eye untrained for its 
intricacies was given the business 
—when the four corners of the 
globe became a stamping ground 
for guys in khaki and blue. If the 
Joes themselves weren’t especial- 
ly sold on the stamp hobby, 
chances were that they’d have 
some _ relative or friend back 
home beating his gums for postal 
rarities. All of which made the 
unwary collectors easy toches. 

The big trouble is that a lot of 
would-be collectors wouldn't 
know an imperforate souvenir 
Sheet from a first-day cover with 
stamp”, chirped one _ sergeant 
a_bi-color cachet.

But let the 
unschooled collectcr hem and hah 
over the counter and the dealer 
more than likely is sure to wipe 
the cobwebs from his dust collec- 
tors—in much the same way the 
used-car salesman will high-pres- 
sure the sucker on that wheezing 
jalopy out in back he’s been try- 
ing to get rid of for months.

Cigarets Are Worth 
More Than Money; 
Inflation Rampant 


Across Europe a fifth horse- 
man is galloping. Inevitable com- 
panion of the apocalypic quarter 
in modern war, this fifth horse- 
man is inflation—the runaway 
inflation that overwhelmed Ger- 
many in 1922-23, ruined the mid- 
dle class, and paved the war for 
Hitler. So far the only country 
to be hit on such a staggering 
scale is Hungary. There, in one 
week, the pengo zoomed from 
10,000 to the dollar to 20,000 to 
the dollar. But nearly every 
country in Europe has felt in- 
flation to some degree. 

An equally significant develop- 
ment has been the decline of all 
currencies as mediums of ex- 
change. Barter has taken’ the 
place of ordinary buying and 
selling. A noted British econo- 
mist, Dr. Paul Einzig, has even 
proposed that cigarets be used 
as a medium of exchange. For 


la picture of the fantastic extent 


to which inflation combined with 
the barter system has developed, 
Newsweek went to its corres- 
pondents in four European cities: 
Vienna: The standard tip for a 
waiter is one cigaret. A new Leica 
camera can be bought for 12 
packages. Cigarets also pay for 
the liquor, laundry and cleaning 
bills of the occupation troops. 
Rome: Two cigarets constitute 
an acceptable tip. On a cash basis, 
cigarets are worth 2,000 lire ($20) 
a carton. 

Berlin: There are thousands of 
boards throughout the capital on 
which Berliners list the articles 
they have to barter. Prices are 
more often quoted in cigarets, 
chocolate, coffee and sugan than 
in marks. Examples: One pair of 
ski boots for one pack of ciga- 
rets; one traveling bag for 10 ci- 
garets; one meerschaum pipe for 
four cigarets. The Germans seldom 





smoke the cigarets they acquire 
from Americans, contenting them- 
selves with the butts only and us- 
ing single cigaret as a medium of 
exchange. 
Paris: One pack of cigarets will 
buy 20 pounds of bread, three 
pounds of tomatoes, two pounds 
of onions; one bottle of an in- 
ferior grade 1940 red wine; a half 
bottle of good cognac. On the 
black market, in terms of dollars, 
these prices are typical: second- 
hand full size sheets, $20; shoes 
with wooden soles and leather 
uppers, $80; a chest of drawers 
with a prewar value of $300, now 
$6000.

EDITOR’S NOTE—The above 
should be of interest to stamp 
collectors. The present situation 
is the forerunner of a flood of 
postage stamps that will start 
from Europe as money values 
change. New stamps will be is- 
sued almost daily,as in Germany 
following the last war. This will 
be the most dangerous period for 
the buyer. 

Eventually the humble postage 
stamp should take the place of 
the cigarette for a postage stamp 
has a recognized world wide in- 
terest and value and is far less 
frail than a mere cigarette.
